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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 

• Figure 3 is missing the reference number 28 for the sample as described on p 
11, line 17 of the Specification. 

• The reference number 42 for the sample in Figure 4 is unreadable. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 

reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On p 9, 
Example 5, the amount of calcium carbonate is listed as 20 or 40 pounds per 3300 
square feet of paper per side (or 40 to 80 pounds per 3300 square feet of paper total). 
Table 2 on p 10, which shows results of testing, indicate that the amount of calcium 
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carbonate was 40 or 80 pounds per ton, which is in disagreement with the amounts 
recited for Example 5. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: - 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mason et al (WO 03/078734 A1). 

Mason et al discloses paper sheets surface coated with a composition 
comprising calcium carbonate nanoparticles with particle sizes of from 5 to 500 nm, 
preferably from 10-100 nm, and more preferably from 15-50 nm. In some 
embodiments, the particle size can be from 10 to 200 nm (Abs; p 3, line 15 to p 4, line 
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5; p 4, lines 17-25). The nanoparticles are retained in the surface layer to give excellent 
printing properties (p 4, lines 1-5). 

Paper treated with the sizing composition disclosed by Mason et al is capable of 
having the claimed number of voids per 12.6 in 2 and the claimed enhancement in 
Gurley stiffness because, where the claimed and prior art apparatus or product are 
identical or substantially identical in structure or composition, a prima facie case of 
either anticipation or obviousness has been established. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 
1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). In other words, when the structure recited in 
the reference is substantially identical to that of the claims, the claimed properties or 
functions are presumed to be inherent. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-16 of this application conflict with claims 1-16 of Application No. 
1 1/155455. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the 
same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one 
application may be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their 
retention during pendency in more than one application. Applicant is required to either 
cancel the conflicting claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of 
demarcation between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
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Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-16 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 

invention as that of claims 1-16 of copending Application No. 1 1/155455. This is a 

provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 

patented. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-16 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 5 and 7 of 
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copending Application Nos. 10/823952 and 11/155412. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the coated 
paper of the copending applications has the same coating composition as the claimed 
paper of the instant application. It would be obvious to obtain the claimed Void test 
results and the enhanced Gurney stiffness because the claimed product and that of the 
copending aplications are identical or substantially identical in structure or composition 
and would inherently have the same properties, as detailed in the above claim 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(a ore) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure [Lau et al (3298831), Tokiyoshi et al (5418057), Singh et al 
(6332953), Nohr et el (US 2003/0021983), Konno et al (US 2003/0049194), Confalone 
et al (US 2003/0173045), Yamaguchi et al (US 2004/0066446), Raisio Chemicals (Fl 
20020521)]. They pertain to other paper coating compositions that comprise calcium 
carbonate particles and nanoparticles.
